Grasshoppers 
Reported in Jones 
County Fields 


Grass hoppers, cutworm, and 
web worms have been rc|>ort- 
od in fields of young cotton 
in Jones County, according to 
word this week from County 
Agent, Kirby 
Clayton. 
The 
hoppers have been damaging 
the young cotton in the Stam ­ 
ford area and may tie a threat 
to other areas, says Clayton. 
Where grasshoppers are a 
threat, Clayton 
recommends 
spraying the turn rows with 
Toxaphenc, Chlordane, Aldrin, 
Heptachlor, 
Dieldrin. 
Mala­ 
thion. or Sex in. I'se according 
to directions on the container 
and do not spray where live­ 
stock can graze the area 
Where jumbo hoppers are a 
threat Clayton recommends a 
bait mixture of 4-6 ounces ald­ 
rin or heptachlor in IOO lh. of 
bran or I Toxaphenc or Chlor­ 
dane in UK) lbs of bran, 1-2 
gal molasses and enough! wa­ 
ter to make a thick paste. Put 
bait out under young cotton 
at end of cotton rows ar tne 
rate of IO- 20 lbs. per acre in 
little piles. 
For cutworms, army worms 
and weh worms spray with 
Toxaphenc. DDT, Endrin, or 
Strohone-DDT 
mixture.
